REMARKS 

Claims 1-18 are pending in this application. For purposes of expedition and 
completeness, claims 1, 2, 10, 14 and 18 have been amended in several particulars 
for purposes of clarity and brevity that are unrelated to patentability and prior art 
rejections, to clearly define Applicants* disclosed invention and to place all claims in 
condition for allowance. 

Claims 1-18 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 6-1 1 of 
Tanaka etaL. U.S. Patent No. 6,613,593, in view of Jun et al., U.S. Patent No. 
6366,688 for reasons stated on pages 2-5 of the Office Action (Paper No. 8). 
However, Applicants note that Tanaka et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,613,593 is 
Applicants' concurrent work product (with a later U.S. filing date but the same foreign 
priority date), which does not qualify as prior art against Applicants' claims 1-18 and, 
thus, cannot be used to support the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection. Nevertheless, for purposes of expedition, a terminal 
disclaimer is enclosed to overcome the rejection and to place all claims in condition 
for allowance. 

In view of the foregoing amendments, arguments and remarks, all claims 1-18 
are deemed to be allowable and this application is believed to be in condition to be 
passed to issue.
